Curtis, rising to a question of 
privilege, took c.\ci-]itioii to an iviitorial 
ill the Coloiiisi (if .March L'O, fr'ou which 
he n?ad an e.xtniet, as follows: 

"We do not say that :ilr. Curtis does 
not believe tlioso charges, because no one 
has ever been able to discover, from 
his actions or his wordti, wliut :Mr. Curtis 
in his inmost heart, does, or does not 
believe. But we do say, and we say it 
emphatically, that these charges were 
not introduced by Mr. Curtis because 
ho believed them to be true, but from a 
sinister motive, and with an ulterior pur- 
pose. The truth of that assertion m 
aliuiulantly contained in the method of 
hi^ actions. He knew full well that the 
mouibers of the House w-ero against him 
to a man. He knew that they woidd 
take tho lirst open opportunity of re- 
pudiating his action in formulating and 
presenting such charges. Ilo knew iliat 
the goveriinieiil bad but to ask the Ilonso 
to cru.sk liiiu and hi.s charges together, 
1111(1 that (he House would do so, not with 
tho normal governraent majority, but 
by an overwholmiiig vote. Ho was care- 
ful, therofore, to bring in his motion for 
a coniinittee in such a form that it could 
Hot be accepted; and his purpose was 
to insinuate before the country that tho 
government feared investigation, bficaueo 
the ordinary forms of parliamentary, 
procednre prevented tho investigation' 
from Iieing granted in tho form he 'de- 
manded. If the loriu was amended, lie 
was ready then to .say that tho gov- 
ernment liad insisted upon a tribunal 
which its members knew beforehand 
would whitewash their proceedings. 
Tliere is his trick, his serpentine x'olicy, 
an plain as black ink on white paper 
can niako it. Imagine his surprise eon- 
stei-nation and chagrin when the mom-- 
bers of the govcrniiiont demanded aiii 
iiivesiigatiou, and that before the highest 
and most iniiiartial judicial tribunal ob- 
tainable in the country."

'I'ho Ooluuial Secreliiry, Mr. Chamher- 
Jain, in the cdursc ul' an ecinal'.y incisive 
reply, said lie drsircd ikliliL'ratcly to ac- 
cuao Sir Henry Canipbell-liannonnan (if 
losHif; no opportunity lor slandoriiiij his 
eountrynien, the soldiers and the gov- 
ernment. t'(ins(Miueiitly the "malignant 
slanders" had come I'l-oni the opposition 
side. 

The Speaker, Sir William Court Gully, 
licro intervened and declared that the 
term "malignant .slanders" was unpar- 
liamentary. 

Both Sir llenry CanipbeU-Bannerman 
iuid Mr. Chamltcrlain thereupon with- 
drew the words amid cheers. 

Mr. Chamberlain, proceeding, roferre<l 
to the iBoors who are lighting on tha 
British .side, wlien .lolin ,J)illon, Irish 
Nationalit^t, interjected: "They are 
traitors," on wliicli -Mr. Chamberlain re- 
torted, "The hoiiorahle gentleman is a 
good judge oi: traitors." 

A. scene of great confusion ensued. 
When order was partially restored Mr. 
iDillou demanded a ruling on Mr. Cham- 
})crlaiu's words. 

The iSpcnker said: "An honoralilc 
member spoke of soldiers -serving under 
the British flag as traitors. 1 deprecated 
the intorrui)tion and I (lei)rccatc(l the re- 
tort of the other ini'iiilier." 

IMr. Dillon thou said: "I will toll the 
right iionorablo member that he is a 
damned liar." 

A dead silence followed this remark. 
iSuch uni)arliainentary language seemed 
to stun the lloutje. 

The Speaker invited iMr. Dillon to 
Witlidraw the expression, but the latter 
aaid: "I will not withdraw." 

"Then I must name you," said the 
(Speaker. 

The govornniont leader, Mr. A. J. Bal- 
four, then said: "I hcg to move that 
iMr. Dillon be suspended from service 
in the 'liouse." 

The motion was carried Iiy "JIS to 48 
^'0tcs. 

Mr. Dillon immeiliately, by direction 
of tile .Speaker, left the llousc, amidst 
wild Xalioualit^t cliecrs, and ^Ir. Chain- 
■bcrlain resumed his spcecli. 

Mr. I")illou's susix'nsiiin under the 
present rules cannot exceed .-i week. His 
oflenco would li:\ve lieen much more 
.scvoroly dealt with had the new rules 
been in force. 

The ejection of Mr. Dillon did not 
servo to clear the atmosphere, and the 
rcmaiiiilor of the debate was tilled wit)i 
per.soual allusions and unpleasant ex- 
changot^, iho nature of which would have 
OKcited coninient had they Dot been dia- 
(^oiinted liy the tir«t explosion.

Tamatnve toiBe tho Future IIeud<iuar- 
tere of the 'French. 

The French govcrnmpnt hn.<i author- 
ized (Jen. Oallipai to transfer the seat 
of i.\Ia(lagnsci»+'« government from An- 
tananarivo, on the liighlanils of the in- 
terior about Kill miles from the coast, to 
Tam.itave. on the east coast, which, 
Ihoiigli regardeil as inihea li li fiil for 
l'hlr(^pe.■^ns, is the niosL iniiiorl ant imrt 
of the island. 

This news will -r-iirprise many, for in 
some' H'spects Tamatave is far inferior 
to the old caijital of the Ilovas. An- 
tananarivo lias .about 1()(I.<HM) inhabit- 
ants, while Taiimtave numbers only 
about one-tenth as niaiiy. Tllu old 
capital, -J,ri(XJ feet above the sea, is one 
of the most healthful places in Mada- 
gascar, while Tamatave has a bad 
re])utatiou in this respect. 

If tho transfer of tho capital, how- 
ever, leads to the bet ferment of Taiiia- 
tav(' in its sanitary and coiiiiiiercial 
aspects, the change may be advantage- 
ous. I.M. Locamii.s, in a .■jpeeeli iit lior- 
deanx ii while ago, said tliat the harbor 
of Tamatave olTi-red little prolei'tion to 
shipping, and that a niniilier of vessels 
were always driven upon the rocks 
whenever ii cyclone jiii.wails. 

■^Vs France expects largely to increase 
the coinmi'ice of the country, she will 
undoubtedly enileuvor to iirovide better 
protection fw sea eonimuri.'i? carriers. 
.The introduction also of met hods of 
iiKidern sanitation will greatly improve 
the health conditions. 

The I'eastiiis given for transferring the 
capital are that Tamatave )«■ onoro con- 
\cnieiilly situated for comniunicatioiis 
Willi I'^raiuc, and also tliat tho change 
will be hel]ifld to the devi'lopmeiit of tlie 
j-e.Kion between Tamatave and Antanan- 
arivo. This region is naturally the rich- 
est I'.iiiLniost populous ot tiie i-flaud. 

It i<s ex|iecleil that the railroad now 
'yiiiidiitg between Tamatave nnd Antan- 
anarivo will givi' great development to 
the .couRtry between the two cities, 
where a cousideraiile number ot French 
colonists are already settled, 

France is iintiroving 'he eondition of 
'^ladafiasQar wholly in her own interest. 
J tor commerce with ihe island is rapidly 
increasing, while that of other countries 
is diniinisliinL'. 

The imports from Prnnco increased 
from i?2,7(«),(K)0 iu JSi)t5 to i.$5,^00,0(X) in 
1S!)7, when tho French imports wore S7 
per cent, ot tlie total; in other words, 
most of the imports to the islands in 
ISOf! were from other countries than 
Franco, while in ISOO nearly all o.t 
them were from France. 

That country is a thorough believer in 
the nolicy of monoi.idiziiig the trade 
wdich is developed in its colonics.

The recruiting ketch .Marie-Uenry, which 
had reached the 'New iCaledoniau port 
from the island, reported that the two 
pnrtics on t^ie island were eiigiiged in a 
tierce strife. The ketch Lad gone there 
tu secure recruits, anil round that the. 
village oU" which she auehored Avns'de- 
si'rted, iii->' villagers having marched 
lu russ the jungle to attack the village 
of ilii> oiiposin.g tribe on tlic other side 
of the isiund. At uightfall the villagers 
retained ami the kelca's c. oi.!;;: ;:y learn- 
ed that 41 bloody fight had eakou place 
at the attacked viUiige, which was 
strenuously defended b.v its people.

Wo initlerstnnd thai the iiiembcr for 
llos-siauil, Mr. Smith Curti-s, objects to 
Uic criticism of tbe Colonist tipou bis 
■actions as a public man, and tliat lio ndd- 
oJ to the sum of his abuses of the priv- 
iicgcs of the members of the Legislature, 
41 long dissertation fortified liy copious 
extracts, upon this .subject. The actions 
and inotives of the honorable geutlemnu, 
•as a representative, are pirblic property, 
and we hasten to jissure him. not only 
that vre hare nothing to retract, or apolo- 
gize for, or explain, but that, if he per- 
sists, as lie is doing Jiow, iu obstructiu; 
the business of tbe country, and prosti 
tutiiig the functions of a liCgislative As 
«embly, Vfc shall use all the power of 
diction, the inQuouce of sarcasm, the 
force of irony, and the vvealtli of illus 
t ration "which we have at command, to 
enlighten the people of British Colum- 
1)in on his public character, We hold a 
different position from that of any mem 
bcr of the Legislature. A member of 
the Legislature is only under the neces- 
•sity of appealing to his constituency for 
fiidorsement every four years, 'but we 
are under the necessity of making this 
appeal every morning. Tliat is a re- 
sponsibility cast upon tlie editorial stafl' 
of every lu-wspaper, and a serious and 
.weighty responsibility it is. We do not 
i^'-iA: ti repudiate or evade it, and noth- 
ing wo could say about the member for 
Kossland ivnuld endanger the pai)ularity 
or destroy tlie iidluein'o of this ncws- 
l):iper. Everybody, even those in sym- 
pathy with him, is weary of his evcr- 
iasfing diatribes in the Legislature. If 
be is uiiawari- of this fact, let bim know 
it now. and (•oi)s<tiI. for the sake of de- 
cency, to shut his mouth and behave 
himself. The suggestion of the member 
for Itossland that the Colonist newspaper 
■is controlled by tlie i.ucuibers of tlie gov- 
erumeut and particularly by the Premier, 
a.'i to its editoiial comments, is conceiveil 
in his happiest vein, and uttered througli 
a niethoJ of insinuation which is peculiar- 
ly his own. This new.spapor Is controlled 
by the genera^ .^cntimont of the com- 
munity which supports it. U is quite 
due that the I'reuiior, as iiremier of this 
proviuce, and as a largo sliarclioldor iu 
llie Ckilonist Printing ^f. rubllshing Com- 
1>an.v, could, it he chose, exorcise a vei-y 
s(!oug influence upon tlie course adopt- 
ed by this -nowsi)ni)ei-. But the only 
way in which he could legitimately do so 
■would bfi by insisting upon a change in 
the personnel of the staff, and that is a 
uu-lhod eiiiiully open to the smallest mip- 
imiier of the paper according to the 
weight ot his authority and the !inensurc 
of- his influence. If Mr. Smith funis is 
liaable to compreliend the punctilio 
which directs the ootidiict of an honor- 
able man iu public life, that is the mis- 
fortune of bis intelligence and character, 
not the fault of anyone else. 



States. The pressure brought to 
bear jpn.^the government from the xanks 
of 'tho'Iilbcral party is a pressure wiich 
it will, not be able altogether to resist. 
Action highly advantageous to Canadian 
industry aiiay be, and we hope will be, 
tlie result. But at tbe same time, a'mOft 
dangerous priuoiple is involved la the ar- 
gument ou T^hich this' protective policy is 
based. The argument is that ' heavy 
duties should be levied upon United 
States goods coining into Canada as a 
ievcr to obtain reciprocity iu natural | 
products. Now what does reciprocity 
in natural products with the United 
States mean to CanadaV It means pure- 
ly and simply a good market in .tho 
States for Canadian raw material. That 
is something which the United- States 
will very shortly be glad enough to 
grant ill many iinportant commodities, 
for the reason that tbe supply "t li^^""-' 
becouiiug more costly theu the supply 
which can ho obtained iu Canada. Coal, 
iron ore, and shingle bolts, may bu men- 
tioned as e.\ttiaples of materials iu 
which American industry is becoming 
yearly more dependent upon Canadian 
production. Not that coal, iron ore and 
cedar do not exist iu large iiuautities iu 
the United States; but the Canadian sup- 
ply is more bountiful, and can bu more 
eiMiiioiuioally handled. The theory of the 
L;i.iral party appears to be that i.'aii- 
aila's destiny is to be always a country 
exporting raw material and agricultural 
products, and its objective point, to slim- 
ulalo luiiue manulactures by protective 
(luti.'s. with the deliberato iutonliou of 
si'iliug mil those manufactures, as soon 
;is, \,y ,!Miii_- so, it cau advantage the ex- 
portation of raw material. What a 
uiaguiliceut conception of iiatiiuuil dc s- 
liuy this is! The prosperity of Canada 
is to be advanced througli tho farmers of 
Canada soiling their products to food 
.Vmericau workmen engaged in iuauufa<- 
turiug commodities from Canadian raw 
materials, for American merchants to sell 
to Canadian coiisuiuers. We recognize 
an old friend in this theory. It is tbe 
oUl original Liberal heresy which the 
people of Canada have tried for a quar- 
ter of a century to drum out of that 
party's head. And yet the Liberal party 
IS still to be found, in a back yard cer- 
tainly, with a watering pot, cultivating 
this noxious and aliomiuable weed, whose 
od(U- may be dear to tho nostrils of some 
doctrinaire politicians, but is revolting to 
the general sense of the people \>t Can 
ada. If this theory o'f national prosper- 
ity were carried out, tbe towns and cities 
of Canada would languish. There 
would be no need for towns and cities, 
because American towns and cities 
would be handling the manufacture and 
distribution of Canadian products. The 
level of culture and civilizntiou would 
fall, because towns and cities are the 
forcing houses of culture, and tbe cen- 
tres of civilizing iufluentes. The popu- 
lation of Canada would be drafted off 
into the inamifucturcs and industries 
of tho United States, a process Of which 
we have already had experience iu Can- 
ada, but which is bound to disappear as 
our own manufactures advance. Fur- 
thermore, human labor iu the production 
of raw material is being largely dis- 
placed by machinery, aud the end is not 
yet . So that countries exclusively em- 
ployed iu the production of raw materia'! 
lose in population, aud receive no ade- 
<iuate return for tlie wealth wliich is 
drained out of them. The country owes 
a debt of gratitude to Mr. Borden for 
the incisive "way iu "which, as loader of 
tbe 'Conser\"ativo party, he exposed the 
central fallacy of the government's trade 
policy. JIauufactures should be protect- 
ed lor tliomselves, for their influence on 
tho dovelopiueiit of a worthy national 
civJliza lion, and tlioir conservation of tho 
wc.-iltli (jf the ciMiutry within its own 
limits. Lot us aiiply this Liberal trade 
policy to a luattor in wliicli we are all 
deeply interested, the. production of lead. 
The United States prevents the import.i- 
rion of lead ore by a heavy duty. Tho 
Laurier Government, let us say, retali- 
ates by imposing a heavy duty on man- 
ufactures of lead coming into Canada. 
As a result, the manufactiure of the vari- 
ous products of lead is initiated in Can- 
ada itsidf. So fur, verv good. That is 
good, sound Conservaticc policy. But ob- 
■^orve the seciuol. The Laurier govern- 
niiMit would only propose to retain those 
duties on the products of lea<l, until the 
rnitoil Stales agreed ty give a free mar- 
li'ad or<'. Tlioii. when tho Cau- 



inineral tax has been proved beyond dis- 
pute, but. it has not b?en proved that 
any subsiantial hardship has been In- 

llicted; and the remedy suggested, name- 
ly, that of taxing only declared protits, 
is as abhorrent to a sound economy, as 
itj ■would-'^he ■unfdrfMto.'^ofter:,^^'?^^ 
taxpayers.^' ' We' tliiuk ' tliat ' oVeutually 
the remedy must bo found in taxing 
mines according to their real value in 
the • same way as other property. Cer- 
tainly, this would result iu a large in^ 
croaso to the revenue, if mine owners 
were permitted to set their own valua- 
tion upon their properly. A very light 
rate of taxatiou indeed would produce a 
very large revenue,' if the real value of 
niiuiug property "were assessed according 
to the average price of mining companies' 
shares as dealt in on tlio market, or, 
whero not listed, according to the price 
at "Which owners of such property are 
willing to sell It. Another possibility of 
tax.'ition \\-<iuld be upon the nominal par 
value of mining shares. Thiri would, 
certainly, as tho delegates desire, tax 
I.rolits. It would tax the promoter's 
profit. The company proiuoter has his 
prototypo in tlie lioya! Kgnniaii damsel 
who rescued Moses, he takes a prolit out 
of the water, aud that would be a most 
desirable form of profit to tax if it were 
possible. However, joking aside, there 
is a \■^)vy strong case for thorougb ox- 
liorl oxaiuiuation of the whole siihjoci, 
and an ecpially strong case against e.\- 
periuiuntal interference with it. 
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Mr. 3iIcBride continued to criticisfe the 
government and lion. Col. I'rior, whom 
he accused of securing his election under 
false pretoucofi, iu having stated that a 
contract had boon signed between the 
■Canadian Xoriheru and tho govyrnnieut. 

llou. Col. I'rior omphatically ' denied 
that he had ever made such a siateuioul.

.Mr. Holiuckeu moved for copies of all 
corrospondonc(' anil loiters and other ma- 
terial whicli have passed betwoeu tho 
l-rovnii-ial governiiKUit, or auy moinbor 
tlioreof, and any person or persons or 
corpor.itions, touching the securing the 
construction of the iCoast-Kootenay 
railway. 

Itecoguizing the objections whicli the 
government might urge with regard to 
bringing down the documents asked tor. 
on the ground that their production 
mighi inlerfere with negotiations which 
iiiight he ponding. -He would be content 
^yllh a slatcmeiii of ihe present condi- 
iioii ijf alTaii-s. 

.Mr. .M(-l'hilliiis tliouglu the govern- 
mi'iit might iiropoi-ly bring down papers 
c'Miiiei-ioil with i>ast negotiations.

'Hon. C<^)l. I'rior said the government 
wcri^ (luitu willing that tho House sliould 
express an opinion on tho .subject, which 
was one of great importance, if Mr. 
Speaker ruled that such a course was 
iu order. (Applause.) ~ 

.Mr. Green tlion- moved the adjournmontr 
of the debate. ' , '- ' '•''" 

On the motion of Mr. McBride, second- 
ed by Mr. 'Murphy: That? an humble 
address . be^-preseuted to'His -Honor the 
LioutenantrGbvernor, : asking him to 
cause to be- laid 'hef ore this -House a 
return of all correspondence during 1001 
between itiiy member or members of the 



government and tbe CJold iConimissiouer 
at Atlin, with reference to the operations 
of the fPine Creek Power iCo., Ltd., to- 
gether with coiiios of all ■ordcrs-in-coun- 
cil passed during the same iperiod and 
relating to said cmiiiiauy. ' - - ■ -. 

Mr. iMc-Bride said his reason for ask- 
ing for these. papers was that a good 
deal had beem; said'; in the newspapers 
about tho action tff the government with 
regard to the Pine Creek J'ower com- 
pany. The goverumeut, he was inform- 
ed, had acted arbitrarily in the matter 
in the representation of certain parties, 
and -svitliuut due consideration of the 
fact.s. 

I.Mr. Stables said that ou his return to 
■Atlin last fall, bo lound the supply of 
water had boon cut oil" on I'ine creek 
by order of the government, just at tlie 
time that the ininei's were preparing for 
their yearly clean-up. He liad seen the 
(■old Couiniissioner and communicated 
with the govoniniL'ut asking that the 
water be turned on. There was some 
delay iu acting upon his request, and 
by tho time the water was turned on 
several of the miners had loft the dis- 
trict iu disgust, while those who re- 
luained had only time to nial;e a partial 
clean up. Tlie niatler was still uusotilod 
aud if it was not attended to ut once it 
would work a great bnrdsliip to the 
miners, Tlio Siiiitiet Mining comiiany 
would bo unable lo work ;luriug this 
seasou, and -1(10 or ^>00 men would be 
ihrowii out of I'liiidoymeiit. He called 
upon the g>)voriimont to lake imiiiodiate 
action and remedy the harm which had 
been done. 

;Mr. Curtis also supported the resolu- 
tion. 

Hon. Col. 'Prior said Mr. iStablcs had 
not siwken to him -on the subject. 

.Mr. Stables explained that his appli- 
cation had beeu made to Mr. Eberts, 
ai-ting minister of mines. 

lInu. .Mr. Kbert.s said ho had done all 
iu his power lo arrange this ililllcuit 
niallor. Two liyilraulic claims hiid boon 
staked on tlie creek, and oai.-h bad ap- 
plied fur and wore granted ^vater to 
work llie (-laiius, from SiU'tirise lake. 
Xcillii'i- iif thoiii. Iiouovor, had used auy 
-i\atei- on llioir cl.iiius, uiion which tbe 
.-H-r provided it \vas to lie used exclu- 
sively. Individual iiiiuers staki'd a num- 
ber of claims on the creek, aud they 
asked tho hydraulic claims owners to 
divert the water so as to stqiply their 
claims. This arrungeuieiit was contrary 
to the provisions of the Mining Act, but 
they were advised to secure power un- 
der the Water Clauses .-Vet to sell water, 
lie had advised tbeni to iipply for projier 
water records, which would i-naldo them 
10 deal in supplying "waler as a power 
compan.v, and would iilace them in full 
possession of their rights. As they were 
proposing to oiierate their right to sell 
water they might be attacked success- 
full.v liy nii,\- piM-~iiit who choso to protest, 
(lo was niiist aii-xiiiiis to have the uiatti'r 
settled, and was jiroiiarcd to do all iu 
his iiowor lo facilitate a settlemout. 

I.Mr. Mi-lii-idc insisted tliat tlie goverii- 
mout had been grossly negligent. 'He 
clidnieil tliat tho guvornini'iit took ad- 
vaulage of .-i tocliiiii-alily to close down 
one of the most promising industries in 
Atlin district. 

Hon. Mr. Eberta said some of the 
trouble complained of arose from in- 
structions gfyen "by Mr. IMcBrido while 
he was Minister of Mines. 

The resolution then carried. 

The adjourned debate on Mr. Helnic- 
Iceu's auti-Mongolian resolution was re- 
sumed by -Mr. Mcliv.ies. While agree- 
ing witli th(.> mover of the resolution, 
ho did not think he bad .trnue far ouongh. 
The resnlulitiii should lie so worded as 
to bring it under discussion as an Im- 
perial (luostiiin before tlie 'C<)lon"ial jr.-o- 
niicrs at their Lmidou (•onfeI•euc(^ N.ital 
and other culoiiios bad logislatod against 
Oriental inimigr.'itioii ivilhout hinilrance 
from the Iiupoi-ial goveniniont, and there 
was no reason why British Columbia 
should bo prevented from enacting simi- 
lar legislation. Ho did not agree with 
the resolution in so far as it recom- 
mended the Imperial government to ap- 
Iiroach the governmouts of ,lapau and 
China to ask their co-operation in check- 
ing the emigration of coolie labor. He 
hcdd that the .legislature of British Co- 
lumbia was tlis^ proper place to initiate 
legislation. Auy decree or iirocliim.v 
tion m.ido by the Knipcror of .Tapan 
iiiiglit ho n'<cindod at any time and, as 
there was nothing iu tho Canadian law 
111 keep thoiii out. thoiisaiuls of .Tapauose 
luighl pour into the iiroviiioe without 
let or 'uiiilrauco. He inovod tho follow- 
ing .-iinendmeni, sec-onded liy Mr. Gil- 
raour:

as that nireadv sugcosted In uiv despatch. 
\o. 21. of the 20lh July, t.SDS,' and on April 
IPth, ISno. 'Tlicro Is no dIfTeronoe between 
Her .Majesty's Kovornnieiit and the govern- 
ment of Hrltlsli Columbia a,c rouards the 
object aimed at b.v these law.s. namolv, to 
Insure that the raclflc tirovlnco of Iho Do- 
minion shall bo occupied by :i lai-^o and 
tlioioughly lirltlsh ponulallon, rather than 
by one In which the number of aliens large- 
ly predominates, and many of the dis- 
tinctive features of a settled British com- 
munity are lacking.' 

"And whereas. In <?oinpllancp with those 
suggestions aud Hontlmeiits of tho Imperial 
government, this House passed the British 
Colum'bia Immigration Act, lOOO, uud the 
Laibor Regulation Act, 1000: 

"And whereas the said nets have, never- 
theless, ibeon dl.sallowpd by the Doiululon 
government, for 'Imperial reasons': 

"And wlioroas similar and even more 
drastic legislation has boon allowed to go 
Into operation, and Is toilnv belnir enforced, 
for the prctectlon of Ilrlllsh subjects In 
othfr parts of the Kniiiiro:

Trade of eastern British Columbia 
iiad a satisfactory conference with mem- 
bers of the government on '\Vednosduy 
night at the parliament buildings. Atioug 
the de'legatcs present were : J. S. Clute, 
mayor of Rosslaud; A .\V. Goodenough, 
mayor of Kaslo; K. Groou, IM. P. P.; 
Duncan Ross, Greenwood; G. E. Martin, 
Kaslo; E. Jlillor, Grand Forks; J. B. 
Johnson, Rosslaud. 

Members of the Exocutive present 
were: Hon. Messrs. Eberts, Prentice, 
■Wells. I'rior and W. F. Robertson, pro- 
vincial miucralogist, who acted as secre- 
tary. 

The delegates presented several mat- 
ters of importaucc, priucipiii of wbicli 
were: 

The preservation of forests by tho ap- 
pointment of forest rangers.

MINING TAX. 
Sir,— As a member of the delegation from 
the A.saoelated Boards of Trade of Knstern 
lirltlsh Columbia, may [ venture j to suar- 

gesl that your coiiimenls In thi; article In 
this morning's Colonist, regarding the 2 
jier cent tax on ore iiroilucts froln the 
mines of the iiroviiice do not dellnltelv 
state the case that we have presented to 
the government, Jn askliu; for a readjust- 
ment of the tax on tho mining Industry. 
As yon are awaro, sir, the nmendment of 
the' .\s.sessment Act o( 1000 provides that 
"there shall be assessed, levied and col- 
lected (piarterly from every person owning, 
managing, leasing or working ji mine, and 
|)al(l Iler Jfalosty, Iler hidrs and .succes- 
sors, two per cent on tho assessed value 
of all ore or mlneraHicarlng suhstances, 
raised, gotten or gained from .any lamls 
the province wdilcli have been sold and re- 
nioveil from tln^ preinisns." 

The Associated lioards of Trade submit 
that the contribution of the mining Industry 
to the riveniie of the province should he 
obtained from the profits derlveil from the 
mines, and that In addition to tho allow- 
ance of transportation and .smelter charges 
now dcdneteil from the proceeds of the ore, 
an allowance eliould also be made covering 
the cost of mining the ore. 'V\'"o have shown 
to tho government n, mim'bor of Instances 
wherein this tax works a Jiardshlp; In one 
ease a mine employlni; one hundred men 
pr more has, durlni; the past four vears, 
paid to the government 24 per cent of the 
profits, and many other mines were In- 
stanced where n.i profit has resulted from 
their operation, that have paid this tax to 
the government. There are so many mines 
in, fact, the very, large proportion of the 
proditelng- mlnes;'. In, which the margin of 
profit Is. no near the dlRnpppnrlng point 
on account of the low price of sflver-Iead 
and copper, that any burden, however, 
seemingly light, very materially affects

ecMiufry. It Is only to be stated to prove 
that ti) mine ores (jf low ^.-rade, such ."iS ex- 
ist 111 the lioundary and Rosslanil camps, 
carrying values of from Sl.'i to $10. that 
the tax as now levied, works Inciinltahly, 
and that tbe percentage Increases as the 
values decrease. It Is expected that ore of 
tt value of even $3 will soon be treated at 
a profit. 'Some of tbe mines have erected 
smelters, and arc not allowed a profit for 
smelting as would be allowed If the ores 
were <8eot to the United States to be treat- 
ed. The Increase of the tax also, its pen- 
alties, quarterly iidurns and other objec- 
tionable features, iiri! lntr(j(lucod in taxing 
this Industry that are not Incident to the 
taxation of any other Industry lu this 
lirovlnce. 

If. on the other iiand. a fair per eenta;;e 
were tiiken from the protlts of mines, the 
sharp of the revenue of the province, which 
the inlulng Industry should bear, wdll fall 
very llglitly liiileeil on broad .shoulders. As 
an Instance of thi.s. I may cite the I'ayne 
mine In the Slocan, which iiald Its four 
or nve American owners some $1,800,000 In 
proflts in aliout four years. Hor^v fair It 
would have been that this mine should 
have paid to the revenues of the province 
a reasonable per centage of Its profits. 
There are iiroiiertlcs In 'the Slocan. East 
Kootenay and other portions of the In- 
terior, that are today making profits, on 
whom the luirden of paylni; a fiortlon of 
this t^hnre of the taxation of this Industry 
would fall quite easily. We have also .sug- 
gested as a part of the readjustment, that 
the taxatlon-of mineral claims for whieb 
crown grants have been issaod ibut which 
are not being developed, might f«lrly pay 
either a flat rote for each claim, or a 
slightly advanced rate per acre, but that 
where n group Is being 'wortcd, the claims 
of the group .should be •exempt. 'There are 
about 'A.XM) mineral claims In the province 
for which crown grants are Lssued, and 
these are being Increased hy some 8fK> nn- 
nnnlly, and loss In revenue (If nay) by the 
suggi'sted rearranirnient of tlie 2 fier cent 
tax would easily be made up In this man- 
ner. It Is only fair also that the large 
aiuomits of arrearat-e of taxes on mineral 
cbiluw for which crown grants are Issued, 
should be eolleoteit or the properties sold 
to other.s. -who wdll develop them. It Is not 
sniigpsted. It Is. not Intended, that the 
mining Industry shoubr do otherwise than 
pay Its fnlrsliaro with others, of the noces- 
sary revenues of Ihe province, nor Is It 
saiil (altliongh tjiere Is no means of Its 
iiroof) that tho mlnlnir Industry Is paying 
more than Its fair share. ,lnit' when 'yoii 
reiillze that we, of the Interior, have an 
liulnstry and only one Industry, and that 
every business ninn there Is entirely depend- 
ent upon that Indu.stry. and that It Is tbe 
unanlninus opinion of mining men and 
hiislnesa men throughont the Interior that 
Ihe tax commonly called the "2 per: cent 
tax," rennlres to lie readjusted, we siilunlt 
lhat It Is the duty of tbe eovemmcnt of the 
dav to lu't. and to act wlOiouf more delay.

Resignation 
Of Bishop Gridge 



Retires From the Rectorship of 
the Reformed Episcopal 
Church, 



He Was the First Protestant 
Clergyman to Arrive In 
Victoria. 



Yesterday Rt. Rev. Bisliop Cridge re- 
tired from the rectorihip of the Iteform- 
ed Spiscopal churdi, which he organized 
in tills city just 28 years ago. The m- 
ilirmitios of old age compelled the veteran 
diriuo to ter.dCT his resiguatiou, which 
■\vas received with the greatest regret 
by the concougrogation, which he luia 
ininistorod to lor so uiauy years, aud 
the members of which esteemed him 60 
highly. A cominittee has been appoiatod 
to draw up a resolution, to bo suitably 
i^igrossed, signed by all the inemberB; 
and presouted to the Bishop. This will 
xecoiiut his uiauy services to the church, 
and hit; merits. Bishop Cridge will con- 
tinue his 15i)iscopal functions, his juris- 
<iUction in this regard extoiidiug as far 
south as San Francisco. 

The vacant roctorsliip lias beer, ten- 
dered to Kev. II. J. Woods, wJio is «it 
present in the city, aud occupying the 
pulpit of the church. .Mr. Woods was 
edut-ated at Diirluiui, and for 11 years 
was rectur of the Iteforniod Kpiscopal 
church at St. George, Bermuda, and for 
the past throe years of lloly Trinity 
church, Chicago. Negotiations between 
itev. I.Mr. W oods and the cougregation 
are now pcndiug. 

lU. Kev. Kdwjird Cridge lyas the lirst 
Protestant clergjauan to land in Victoria, 
arriviug Jiere just 47 years ago next 
mouth. At that time the ouly clergj'uien 
in Victoria were Bisho[) IJeniers iiml two 
priests of the Koaian Catholic church. 
lUe is the son of John Cridge, of Devon- 
ehire, Jiuglaud, in which county he was 
born in 1818, aud graduated " from St. 
iFeter'e college, Cambridge, in 
(London was selected as the pioneer lield 
of his pastoral iluties, on wliich he en- 
tered in the district church of West- 
haui. In 1855 he took passage ou the 
ship Marquis o'f Bute, for Victoria, 
among his fellow passengers being Capt.- 
James Melntyro, w"ho lost his life iu tho 
wreck of the collier Bristol a few weeks, 
ago; Coft. and Mrs. Mouatt, and Mr.' 
aud Mrs, Flett. A stop was made nt 
tiie Saudwich Islands for 17 days, and 
"there Rev. 'Mr. Cridge. preached iu the 
'Kuglish church. Upon his arrival iu Vic- 
toi^B, after a trip of six months and 17 
days, he found the district church in 
process of construction on the site of 
the present Olirist Cluircli cathedral, 
and until this was completed services 
nvero condueteil in the old fort. Bi!.hoj) 
Hills arrived iu 1860, .nnil the duties of 
Bishop Ciidgo were lightened. Together 
the two labored until 1ST4, wheu cir- 
■cumstauccs arose whicli led to the in- 
auguration of the Heformed ICpiseopal 
ehurcli, under Bishop Crjdge. The lirst 
serriccfi were hold in tho Pandora 
iA-Tenne Pfesbyteriau church, which was 
lit that tiine vacant, but two years later 
the present edifice was consecrated to 
divine worship, h'rom that time the con- 
gregation has steadily grown iu number 
and induence.

In the list of petitions Nova Scotia aud 
British Oolumbin are given separately 
from Canada, as if they wore different 
colonies: 

Tho Chancellor of the Exeho(iuer, who 
has freciueutly in times past discliarged 
with coiisiiicuous ability utility duty in 
the House of Commons, yesterday led 
the chamber for Mr. lialfour, and an- 
swered for the under-seeretary for for- 
eign affairs ( Viscount C.'raiiborue), both 
dis.-ibled by tlie malady of the season. 

The (lay's proceiHlings opened with ihi; 
presentation of a round of pefitious nn- 
I'xnmpled in the annals of jia rliament. 
The entire lii-ilish Kliipire eaiiie to the 
House in this const il utioiia 1 foriu to de- 
rlai';' in favor of ihe King's declaration, 
wliieli "iiiusi not lie tauipereil with." 

To .Mr. ,1. W. .Mellor. K. C. .M.I>.. had 
liern entrusted the work of iireseiiting 
these petitions, wliirli were piled upon 
the lliior near the .Mai-e, und re<|uireil 
iwo stalwarl jaiiiloi-s for tludr reniov:il. 
They were organi/.eil by the (.'hiirch ,\s- 
soriation, and are signed, to the extent 
of over lialf a million signatures, liy the 
King's subjects in Great Britain, the 
colimies and 'British possessions; also by 
British residents in foreign countries — 
France, Germauy anil Austria-Hungary. 
Kiigland alone coiitribulod 284,('i-17 signa- 
tures, Scotland 51,190, Wales 8,070, and 
Ireland 10,049.

With regard to the third clause of the 
oath, the disestablishment of tho church 
in Ireland iu 1S30 makes the use of the 
former language impossible, and it is pro- 
bable, states the Press Association, that 
the King iu Council will revert to the 
simpler form o£ the clause which was 
employed at the coronation of William 
and 31ary, who wore thua interrogated: 

"Will you, to the utmost of your power, 
maintain the laws of God. the true pro- 
fossiiin of the Gospel, and the Protestant 
reformed religion eslablislied by law; and 
will yon preserve unto the bishojis and 
clergy of this realm, and to the churches 
committed to tlu'ir chnrge, all such riglits 
and privileu'es as by IjiW do or shnll ap- 
pertain to them'/"
